Mr. Wllaoji'M JLuiid JjintltatloJi Bill. 


The introduction of a Land Limitation bill 


into the Assembly, by Mr. Wilson of this city, 
has occasioned a general onslaught upon this 
measure by a portion of the press, and espe- 
cially by our neighbors of the Sentinel and 
Wisconsin. The Sentinel characterizes it as 
an 'absurd,' 'useless and unrighteous scheme,' 
' hutched by demagogues,' but consoles itself 
with the reflection that ' neither people nor 
representatives are yet stark mad' enough to 
adopt it, and declares finally, it 'shall be hap- 
py to announce the bursting of this brilliant 
bubble.' The Wisconsin grows violent over it, 
snd denounces it as ' a scheme of public and 
private plunder,* 'a blow aimed at the rights 
of property,' an ' attempt to break down the 
"uaranties of the Constitution of our State,' 
17* 
' put .«n end to enterprise, and take away ev- 
ery inducement to industry and prudence, 
and arrest men in their lawful acquisition of 
property.' 


We need not quote further. 
We are glad 


to sec these papers taking their ground on 
this question, openly and aboveboard. 
We 


are to have a fight on this question, at some 
time, and we may as well commence a general 
skirmish now. We deny, then, in toto, the as- 
sumptions and assertions of both the Sentinel 
and Wisconsin, in regard to this bill. 
The 


prime object of this bill is, to prevent the ac- 
cumulation of large landed estates in the 
hands of single owners, and to encourage and 
aid the poor in providing themselves with 
homes. Is not this a good object ? It propo- 
ses, with a slight exception, to maintain the 
stain quo in regard to nil the present possessors 
of landed property, and allows to each person 
to acquire and possess, in future, 320 acres of 
arable land—as much certainly as any indi- 
vidual can possibly cultivate.1 We are not 
particular as to the amount, and would be 
willing, for the sake of establishing the prin- 
ciple, to extend it to double the amount, tho> 
we think 320 acres are more than any man 
ought to attempt to cultivate. 


This bill is designed to encourage the tillers, 


to become owners of the soil, by preventing a 
few capitalists from appropriating and monop- 
olizing all the public lands in the State, and 
to make the tenants, the legal possessors of 
homes. Section 7th of the bill provides, that 
if nny person owns more than two city or vil- 


ing two or three acres of land, in a city, is bet- 
ter able to pay taxes than the person who 
owns but one acre, and can afford 4o pay a 
higher rate of tax for his surplus acres. And 
as it is proposed to postpone the operation of 
this section to some future period—say five or 
ten years—those who do not -wish to pay an 
extra tax can easily avoid it, by disposing of 
their surplus lands to the landless. 


There are hundreds of men in this city 


anxious to become home owners, but are una- 
ble to do so, because the vacant lots in this 
city are monopolized by a few, who refuse to 
ell at all, or only at the most exorbitant 
>rices. We contend that the principle is just 
nd equal,—that it is not a new principle in 
egislntion; that the Legislature have ample 
wjwer to enact such a law, and that so far from 
reducing the ruinous effects which the Sen- 
nel and Wisconsin predict, it would tend to 


multiply happy homes, give independence to 
he industrial classes, build up our cities and 
illages with astonishing rapidity, and pro- 
mote the comfort, wealth, and general pros- 
>erity of the people of this State. 


FREE SUFFRAGE.—Resolutions were pas- 


sed at the last session of the Legislature, pro- 
viding for such an iimentlment of the Consti- 
ution as to enable the electors of the State
